F all kinds of fatire, there is none fo entertaining 
and univerfally improving, as that which is intro- 
duced, as it were occafionally, in the courfe of an inte- 
refting ftory, which brings every incident home to life ; 
and, by reprefenting familiar fcenes in an uncommon and 
amufing point of view, invefts them with all the graces % 
of novelty, while nature is appealed to in every parti- 
cular. ¥ : 
The reader gratifies his curiofity, in purfuing. the ad- 
ventures of a perfon.in whofe favour he is prepoffefied 5 
he efpoufes his caufe, he fympathizes with him in his dif- 
trefs, his indignation is heated again{ft the authors of his 
calamity ; the humane pafiions are inflamed ; the contrait 
between deje@ed virtue, and infulting vice, appears with 
greater aggravation, and every impreiflion having a dou- 
ble force on the imagination, the memory retains the cir- 
cumftance, and the heart improves by the example, 
The attention is not tired with a bare catalogue of cha- 
raéters, but agreeably diverted with all the variety of in 
vention ; and the viciflitudes of life appear in their pecu~ 
liar circum{tances, opening an ample field for wit and hus 
mour. ee Por. 
Romance, no doubt, owes its origin to iphorane™ Sake 
vanity, and fuperftition. In the dark ages of the world, 
‘when a man had rendered himfelf famous for wifdom or 
valour, his family and adherents availed themfelves of 
his fuperior qualities, magnified his virtues, and repre- 
fented his charaéter and perfon as facred and fupernatural. 2 
The vulgar eafily fwallowed the bait, implored his pro- — 
tection, and yielded the tribute of homage and praife, — 
even to adoration; his exploits were handed down to _ 
pofterity with a thoufand exaggerations; they were 
repeated as incitements to virtue; divine honours were 
paid, and altars ereéied to his memory, for the en-— 
couragement of thofe who attempted to imitate his exarit= 
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ple; and hence arofe the heathen mythology, which is 
no other than a collection of extravagant romances.—As 
learning advanced, and genius received . cultivation, 
thefedtories were embcilithed with the graces of poetry ; 
that they might the better recommend themfelves to 
the attention, they were fung in public, at feftivals, for 
the inftruction and delight of the audience, and rehearfed 
before battle, as incentives to deeds. of glory. "Thus 
tragedy. andthe epic mufe were born, and, in the pro- 
grels of tafte, arrived at perfedion._-It is no wonder, 
that the ancients could not relifh a fable in profe, after 
they had feen fo many remarkable events celebrated in 
verle ‘by their beft poets ; we therefore find no romance 
? among. them during the zra of their excellence, unlefs 
the Cyropeedia of Xenophon may be fo called: and it 
was not till arts and {ciences began to revive, after the 
irruption of the Barbarians into Europe, that dny thing 
of this kind appeared. But when the minds of men were 
debauched by the impofition of prieftcrait to the moft 
abfurd pitch of credulity, the authors of romance arofe, 
and lofing fight of probability, filled their performances 
with the “nol monftrous hyperboles. If they could not 
equal the ancient poets in point of genius, they were re- 
folved to excel them in fidion, and “apply to the wonder 
rather than to the judgment of their readers, Accord- 
ingly they brought necromany to their aid, and inftead 
of fupporting the charaéter of their heroes by dignity of 
fentiment and practice, diftinguifhed them by their bodily 
ftreneth, aaivity, and extravagance of behaviour. Al- 
though nothing could be more ludicrous and unnatural, 
than the figures they drew, they did not want patrons 
and admirers, and the world aG@ually began to be infefted 
With the {pirit of knight-errantry, when Cervantes, by 
an inimitable piece of ridicule, reformed the tafte of 
. mankind, reprefenting chivalry in the right point of view, 
and converting romance to purpoles far more ufeful and 
entertaining, by making it aflume the fock, and poist 
out the follies of ordinary life, 
The fame method has been practifed by other Spanifh 
4 bund French authors, and by none more fuccelsfully than 
by Monf. Le Sage, . who, in his Adventures of Gil Bl: 3. 
has dete. ribed the knavery. and fs of life Neh, infuite 
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humour and fagacity. The following fheets I have mo- 
delled on his plan, taking the liberty, however, to differ 
from him in the execution, where I thought his particular 
fituations were uncommon and extravagant, or peculiar to 
the country in which the fcene is laid. ‘The difgraces of 
Gil Blas are, for the moft part, fuch as rather excite 
mirth than compaflion; he himfelf laughs at them, and 
his tranfitions from diftrefs to happineis, or at leaft eafe, 
are fo f{udden, that neither the reader has time to pity 
him, nor himfelf to be acquainted with afflidion. This 
condua, in my opinion, not only deviates from -proba- 
bility, but prevents that generous indignation, which 
ought to animate the reader again{ft the forasa and vicious 
difpofition of the world. ig 

I have oe to reprefent modeft merit ftrugelin g 
with every difficulty, to which a friendlefs’or; han is ex- 
poled from hisown want of experience, aS well as from 
the felfifhnefs, envy, malice, and kafe indi ference of man 
kind. To fecure a favourable prepoffeflion, Phave Higa 
ed him the advantage of birth and education, which, in 
the feries of his misfortunes, will, I hope, engage the 
ingenuous more warmly in his behalf; and though I fore- 
fee, that fome people will be offended at the mean fcenes 
in which he is involved, I perfuade myfelf, the judicious 
will not only perceive the neceflity of defcribing thofe 
fituations, to which he muft of courfe be confined in his 
low eftate, but alfo find entertainment in viewing thofe 
parts of life, where the humours and paflions are undif- 
guifed by affeftation, ceremony, or education, and the 
whimfical peculiarities of difpofition appear as nature has 





implanted them. But I believe I need not trouble myfelf . 


in vindicating a practice authorifed by the beft writers in — 






this way, fome of whom E have already named. i 
Every intelligent reader will at firft fight perceiy 
have not deviated from nature in the fas, which ¢ 
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true in the main, although the circumftances are altered 


and difguifed to avoid perfonal fatire, 


It now remains to give my reafons for making the 
chief perfonage of this work a North-Briton, whichare ©

eherader required, which could n 
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in England by fuch flender means as the nature of my 

plan would afford. In the next place, I could reprefent 

fimplicity of manners in a remote part of the kingdom, 

with more propriety than in any place near the capital ;_ 
and laftly, the difpofition of the Scots, addicted to travel- 

ling, juftifies my conduct in deriving an adventurer from 

that country. 

That the delicate reader may not be offended at the 
unmeaning oaths which proceed from the mouths of fome 
perfons in thefe memoirs, I beg leave to premife, that I 
imagined nothing could more effeftually expofe the ab- 
furdity’of fuch miferable expletives, than a natural and 
verbal reprefentation of the difcourfe in which they occurs.

«was remarkable for his abilities in the law, which he 
-exercifed with great fuccefs, in the ftation of a judge, 
" particularly againft beggars, for whom he had a fingular 
‘averfion. 
My father (his youngeft fon) falling in love with a poor 
relation, who lived with the old gentleman in quality of 
houfe-keeper, efpoufed her privately ; and I was a fir it 
fruit.of that marriage, During her pregnancy, a 
-difcompofed my mother fo much, that her hufband, tired 
with her importunity, at late ‘confulted a.

tation. How truly-this.was foretold, will appear in. the: 
fequel.. It was not long before fome officious. perfon in- 

formed. my grandfather -of certain familiarities that pafted 
between his-fon. and houfe-keeper,,-which-alarmed him fo. 

much,, that, a few days after,, he told.my father it. was. 

high time for him to think of fettling, and. that he had 
provided a match for -him, to»which hecould in juftice 

have no. obje@ionss. My father, findmg it would be im- 

poflible to. conceal his. fituation much longer, frankly 

owned what.he had done,. and excufed.himfelf for not ha- 

ving afked the confent. of his.father,, by faying, he knew 

#t would have. been to; no. purpofe, and that, had his in< 

clination been known,. my grandfather might have taken: 
{uch meafures..as would. hame effeaually put. the gratifica-- 
tion of it out-of his:power:he added; that no exceptions:

good fenfe ;.and, as-for fortane, it was beneath his care.. 
The old gentleman ,. who kept.all his, -paflions. except one,..

himfelf and: fpoufe ?. He replied, he could be in no-danger- 
of wanting; while his father’s tendernefs remained, which-

‘ fervant.” Sofaying, he left my father ina fituation 
eafily imagined. However, he did not long hefitate; for, 
being perfectly well acquainted with his father’s difpofi- 
tion, he did not doubt that he was glad of this pretence 
to get rid of him; and, his refolves being invariable as 
the laws of the Medes and Perfians, he knew it would be 
to no purpofe to attempt him by prayers. and entreaties ;

ea{ft) {tretched upon a flock-bed, in a miferable apartment, 
unable to prote& her from the inclemen cy of the weather, 
It is not tobe fuppofed that the old gentleman was igno- 
rant of what pafled, though he affected to know nothing 
of the matter, and pretended to be very much fur prifed 
when one of his grandchildren by his eldeft fon deceafed, 
who lived with him as his heir-apparent, acquainted hie 
with the affair ; he determined therefore to. obferve na me- 
dium, but daitettately (on the third day after her deli- 
very) fent her a peremptory order to be gone, and turned 
off the fervant who had preferved her life. ‘This behaviour 
fo exafperated my father,’ that he had recourfe to the moft 
dreadful imprecations, and on his bare knees implored that 
Heaven would renounce him, if ever he fhould forget or 
forgive the barbarity of his fire.

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i grow up—am hated by my relations—fent to {chool—ne- 
gleced by my grandfather—maltreated by my mafier— 
feafoned to adverfity—I form cabals againfi the pedant— 
am debarred accefs to my grandfather—hunted by his 
heix—I demolifh the.teeth of his tutor. 


HERE were not wanting fone, who fufpeded my 
uncles of being concerned in my father’s fate, on 

the fuppofition that they would all ihare in the patrimony 
deftined for him; and this conjecture was ftrengthened by 
reflecting, that in all his calamities they never difcovered, 
the leaft inclination to ferve him, but on the contrary, by 
all the artifices in their power, fed his father’s refentment,, 
and fapported his refolution of leaving him to mifery and. 
want. But people of judgment treated this infinuation as. 
an idle chimera, becaufe, had my relations been fo wicked 


as te confult their intereft by committing fuch an atrocious . 





crime, the fate of my father would have extended t me 
too, whofe life was another obftacle to their “peel ot 
Mean while grew apace, andas I ftrengly refembled my, 
father, who was the darling of the tenants, 1 wanted no~. 
thing which their indigent circumftances could afford: but 

their favour was a weak refource againft the jealous enmity

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of me. I,was foon after fent to f{chool at a village hard by, 
of which he had been diftator time out of mind: but, as 
he never paid for my board, nor fupplied me with clothes, 
books, and other neceflaries 1 required, my condition was 
very ragged and contemptible ; and the {choolmatter, who, 
through fear of my ene taught me gratis, gave 
Wilntelf no concern about the progrefs I made under his 
inftru€tion. in {pite of all thefe dithiculties and difgraces, 
I became a good proficient in the Latin tongue; and, as 
foonas I could write tolerably, peftered my grandfather 
, with letters to fuch a degree, that he fent for my matter, 
-.. and chid him feverely for beftowing fuch pains on my edu- 
-_ eation, telling him, that if ever I fhould be brought to the: 
gallows for forgery, which he had taught me to commit, 
my blood would lie on his head. . The pedant, who dread- 
ed nothing more than the difpleafure of his patron, afured 
his honour, that the boy’s ability was more owing to his 
own genius and application, than to any inftruétion or en- 
couragement he received ; that although he could not di- 
veft him of the knowledge he had already imbibed, unlefs 
he would empower him to difable his fingers, he fhould™ 
endeavour, with God’s help, to prevent his future im- 
provement. And indeed he punétuatly performed what he 
liad undertaken ; for, on pretence that I had writ imper- 
tinent letters to my grandfather, he caufed a board to be 
made with five holes in it, through which he thruft the 
ers and thumb of my right-hand, and faftened it bya 
A whip- -cord to my wrift, in fuch a manner as effe@tually de- 
barred me the ufe of my pen.. But this reftraint I was 
rom in a few days, by an accident which happened 
uarrel between me and another boy, who taking up- 
on him to infult my poverty, I was fo incenfed at his un- 
generous reproach, that, with one ftroke of my machine,” 
I cut him te the fkull, to the great terror of myfelf and 
{chool-fellows, who left him bleeding on the ground, and- 
ran to inform the mafter of what had happened.» Iwas fo’ 
_ feverely punithed for this tref{pafs, that, were I to live'to- 
_ the age of Methufalem, the impreffion it made on me 
» Avould not, be effaced, no more than the’ mee cand | 
horror I conceived for the mercilefs tyrant Wor inflict edit. 
The contempt which my appearance naturally 
it ie who faw me the continual 
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pofed, and my own haughty difpofition, impatient of af- 
fronts, involved me ina thoufand troublefome adven-’ 
tures, by which I was at length inured to adverfity, and 
emboldened to undertakings far above my years. I was 
often inhumanly fcourged for crimes I did not commit, be- 
caufe, having the charaéter of a vagabond in the village, 
every piece. of mifchief, whofe author lay unknown, was 
charged upon me. L have been found guilty of robbing orch- 
ards [never entered,of killing cats Inever hurted, of ftealing 
gingerbread I never touched, and of abufing old women 
Ineverfaw. Nay, aftammering carpenter had eloquence. 
enough to perfuade my mafter, that I fired a piftol loaded 
with {mall {hot into his window, though my landlady and 
the whole family bore witnefs, that I was a-bed faft afleep 
at the time when this outrage was committed. I was once 
flogged for having narrowly efcaped: drowning, by the 
finking of a ferry-boat in which I was paflenger ; another 
time for having recovered of a bruile occafioned by a horfe 
and cart running over me ; .a third time for being ne bya 
baker’s dog. In fhort, whether I was guilty. or unfor- 
tunate, the correction and fympathy of this,arbitrary pe- 
dagogue were the fame. Far from being fubdued by this 
infer} al ufage, my indignation triumphed over that flavifh 
awe, which | had hitherto enforced my obedience, and the 
more my years and knowledgeincreafed, the more I per- 

ceived the injuftice and barbarity of his bilo. By the A

46 am I?” Mr. Lavement changing his tone, unmediate-

ftairs higher than before. My companion, :

Ludgate-hill and Charing-crofs, a whole win 
expofed not only to the inclemency of the weather — 
likewife to the rage of hunger and. thirft, without being 
fo happy as to meet with one cully ; then creep up to my 
garret in a deplorable, draggled condition, {neak to bed, 
and try to bury my appetite and forrews in fleep. When 
i lighted on fome rake or tradefman reeling home drunk, 
I frequently fuffered the moft brutal treatment, in fpite of 
which I was obliged to affect gaiety and good humour, 
though my foul was ftung with refentment and difdain, 
and my heart loaded’ with grief’ and affliction. In the 
courfe of thefe no@urnal adventures, 1 was infe@ed with 
the difeafe that in a {short time rendered me the objec of 


my own abhorrence, and drove me to the retreat, sulere ! 
your benevolence vefcued me from the jaws of death. — 
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Somuchcandour and good fenfe appeared in this lady’s 
narration, that I made no {cruple of believing every fyl- 
Jable of what fhe faid; and expreffed my aftonifhment at 
the variety of miferies fhe had undergone in fo little time ; 
for all her misfortunes had happened within the compafs 
of two years.

have been affeéted by this vapour, which diffufed itfelf er 
over the fhip to the utter difcompofure of every body who 
tarried on the fame deck—neither was the confequence of 
this difgrace confined to my fenfe of {melling only; for] 
felt my misfortunes more waysthan one. That I might 
not, however, appear altogetircr difconcerted in this my 
firft eflay, 1 got up, and puthing my head with great 
force, between two hammocks, towards the middle, where 
the greateft refiftance was, 1 made an opening indeed, but,.

** them up again,” We feemed to be difconcerted at this 
replys. and. went away: in.a), Pet SHURE aiieibicc 
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about “ Ingratitide” and’ “ ‘Fellows,’ of which we did 
not think fit to take any: trotice. 

“Our fleet, having joined another that waited for us, ‘lay 
at anchor atout a month in the harbour of Port‘Reyal ‘in 
Jamaica, during which tine fomething of confequence was 
certainly tranfaced, notwithitanding ‘the ‘infinuations of 
fome who ‘affirmed we had’ no bufinels‘at-all in that place ; 
that, in order to take the advantage of the featon ‘proper 
for our enterprife, the ‘Weft-India’ fquadron, which had 
previous notice of our coming, ought to have joined‘ us at 
the weft end of Hifpaniola, with necefiary ftores and re- 
frefhments, from whence‘ we could have failed dire@ly for 

- Carthagena, before the enemy could put’ themfelves in -a 
good pofture of defence, or indeed have. aninkling of our 
defign. ‘Be this-as it will, we failed from Jamaica, and, 
in ten days or a fortnight, beat up againft the wind as-far 
as the ifle of Vache, with ‘an intention, as was faid, to 
attack the French fleet, then fuppoted to’ be lying near 
4 mat place; ; but, before we arrived, ‘they had failed for 

pe, having firft difpatched an advice-boat to Cartha- 
nth an account of our ‘being in thofe feas, as alfo 
trenoth and deftination. We loitered here fome 

*taking in wood and brackifh water, in the ufe 

ever, our admiral feemed to confult the health 

eftriing each toa quart a-day. At length 
arrived in a bay to the windward of Car- 
€ We came to an anchor, ‘and lay -at our eafe 
yn ger. Here again, certain. malicious people 
On to blame the condué of their fuperiors by 
qaying. t, in fo doing, they not only unprofitably 
nvahes. time which was’ very precious, confidering the ap- 
proach of the rainy feafon, but alfo allowed the Spaniards 
to recolle& themfelves from the terror occafioned by the 
approach of an Englifh fleet, at leaft three times as~ nn- 
merous as ever appeared in that part of the world before, 

‘But, if I might be allowed to give my opinion: of the 

matter, I would afcribe this delay to the generofity of our 
chiefs, who {corned to take any advantage, that fortune 
might give them, even over an enemy. At laft, however, 

‘we weighed, and anchored again fomewhat nearer the 

hharbour’s mouth, where we made fhift to land our marines, 
who encamped on the beach in defpite of the enemy’s thot, 
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which knocked a good many of them on the head. This - 
piece of conduct in chufing a camp under the walls of an 


enemy’s fortification, which I believe never happened be- 


fore, was praétifed, I prefume, with a view of accuftom- 
ing the foldiers to ftand fire, who were not as yet-much 
ufed to difcipline, moft of them having been taken from 
the plough-tail a few months before. This expedient 
again has furnifhed matter for cenfure againft the miniftry 
for fending a few raw recruits on fuch an important en- 
terprife, while fo many veteran regiments lay inaétive at 

home: but furely our governors had their reafons for fo 
doing, which poflibly may be difclofed with other fecrets 
of the deep. Perhaps they were loth to rifk their beft 
troops on fuch defperate fervice; or the colonels and field- 
officers of the old corps, who, generally {peaking, enjoyed 


their commiffions as finecures or penfions for fome dometftic 


fervices tendered to the court, refufed to embark in fuch 
a dangerous and precarious undertaking, for which refu- 
fal, no doubt, they are to be much commended.

Inftead of {mall beer, each man was allowed three halfe 
quarterns of brandy or rum, which were diftributed every 
morning, diluted with a certain quantity of water, with- 
out either fugar or fruit to render it palatable, for which 
reafon this compofition was by the failors not unaptly ftiled 
neceffity. Nor was this limitation of fimple element owing 
toa fcarcity of it on board, for there was at this time

How fimply then do thofe people argue, who afcribe 
the great mortality among us to our bad provifion and 
want of water ; and affirm, thata great many valuable lives 
might have been faved, ifthe ufelefs tranfports had been 
employed in feteling frefh ftock, turtle, fruit, and other 
refrefhments from Jamaica, and other adjacent iflands, for 
the ufe of the army and fleet! feeing it is to be hoped, 
that thofe who died went to a better place, and thofe who 
furvived were the more eafily maintained.—After all, a 
fuflicient number remained to fall before the walls of St, 
Lazar, where they behaved like their own country ma:

fary to force the town to a capitulation; but this laft 
conje@ure foon appeared groundlefs, in as much as. no. 
fhips of any kind whatever were afterwards employed on 
that fervice.x—A third fwore, that no other caufe could

ing.—True it is, that thofe who underteok to vindicate 
him on the fpot, afferted, there was not water enough for 
our great fhips near the town; though this was a little 
unfortunately urged, becaufe there happened to be pilots 
in the fleet perfectly well acquainted with the foundings 
of the harbour, who atirmed there was water enough for 
five eighty-gun {hips to lie a-breaft, almoftup at the very 
walls.<~The difappointments ‘we fae eccafioned an 
univerfal dejection, which was not at all alleviated by the 
objects that daily and hourly entertained our eyes, nor by 
the profpe& of what muft have inevitably happened, had 
We remained much longer in this place.—Such was the 
economy in fome fhips, that rather than be at the trouble 
of interring the dead, their commanders ordered their 
men to throw their bodies overboard, many without ei- 
ther’ Mat or winding- -fheet; fo that numbers. of human 
er: ffes floated in the harbour, until they v were devouned 
by fharks and carrion-crows ; which afforded no! 
pectacle to thofe who furvived.—At the fame

courfe of affectation. “Lhe captain no foong 
than, rifing haftily, he flew into his arms 
+ my dear Simper ! I am exceflively difor 
«< been betrayed, frighted, murdered, by the 
“¢ my fervants, who fuffered a beaft, ay 
“« furprife me, and ftink me into convulfions wr 
«< fumes of tobacco.” Simper (who, by this time - 
was obliged to art for the clearnefs of his complex f 
fumed an air of foftnefs and fympathy, and lamented, w x 
many tender expreflions of forrow, the fad accident that 
had thrown him into. that condition ;. then, feeling his. 
patient’ s pulfe on the outfide of his glove, gave. itas his. 
opinion, that his diforder was. entirely nervous, and that. 
fome drops. of tin@ure of caftor and liquid landanum would, 
be of more fervice to him than bleeding, by bridling the. , 
inordinate fallies of his. {pirits, and compofing the fermen- 
tation of his bile. I was therefore fent to prepare this. 
prefcription, which was admipiftered in a glafs of fack- 
poftet after the captain had been put to bed, and orders. , 
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fent to the officers on the quarter-deck to let nobody walk: 
on that fide under which:he lay. 

While the captain enjoyed his repofe, the doctor while 
ed over him, and indeed became fo neceflary, that a cabin. 
was made for him contiguous to the ftate-room, where 
Whiffe flept, that he might be at band in cate of acci- 
dents in the night.

him, and the other told him as plairly, that, if we could 
not determine the affair by ourfelves before to-morrow 
morning, he muft caft lots, and abide by his chance. 

When I recalled to my remembrance the miferies I had 

undergone in England, where [*had not one friend to. 
promote my intereft, or favour my advancement in the, 
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Having prefented my new warrant toJ 
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navy, and at the fame time reflected on the prefent dearth 
of furgeons in the Weft-Indies, and the unbealthinefs of 
the climate which every day almoft reduced the number, 
T could not help thinking, my fuccefs would be much 
more certain and expeditious by my flaying where I was, 
than by returning to Europe—lI therefere refolved to 
comply with a good grace, and next day, when we were 
ordered to throw the dice, told Morgan he needed not trou- 
ble himfelf, for I would voluntarily fubmit to the admi- 
ral’s pleafure.

the gentleman, who affured me it fhould not fare the

My ticket being made out, T put my cheft and bedding 
on board a canoe that lay along-fide, and having fhook 
hands with my trufty friend the ferjeant, and honeft Jack 
Rattlin, who was bound for Greenwich hofpita 
my leave. of Morgan with many tears, after we 
changed our fleeve-buttons as romeiairicell ‘eile 

















the Lizard, I inquired for the doétor, 4

furnifhed myfelf with what neceflaries | wanted, returned 
on board in the evening, and to my furprife tounad my old 
antagonift Crampley walking upon deck.—-Though I did 
not fear his enmity, 1 was fhocked at his appearance, and 
communicated my fentiments on that fubjed@ to Mr. Tom- 
lings the furgeon,’ who totd me that Crampley, by dint of 
forme. friends about the admiral, had proc cured a commif= 
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fion, conftituting him lieutenant on board the Lizard; 
and advifed me, now as he was my fuperior officer, to be- 
have with fome refpect towards him, or elfe he would 
find a thoufand opportunities of ufing me ill.—This ad- 
vice was a bitter potion to me, whom pride and refent- 
ment had rendered utterly incapable of the leaft fubmif- 
fion’ te, or even of areconciliation with the wretch who 
had, on many occafions, treated me foinhumanly, How- 
ever, I refolved to have as little connection as poffible 
with him, and to ingratiate myfelf as much as I could 
with the reft of the officers, whofe friendfhip might be a 
bulwark to defend me from the attempts of his malice.
